Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  1920  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  shortened  as  much  as 
possible . 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Population,  Census  1911  - 4393,  Estimated,  1920  - 4416. 

The  other  features  undor  this  heading  are  the  same  as  last  year,  and 
v/ere  dealt  with  in  my  Report. 

Dital  Statistics.  The  corrected  number  of  Registered  Deaths  was 
f if ty-five ,• twenty-nine  boing  males  and  twenty-six  females  : 

Death-rate;  12.45  per  1000  (1919,  thirty-one  Deaths,  Doath-rate 
- 7.29  per  1000  popn. ) Twenty-three  persons  were  aged  sixty  five 
years  or  over,  their  united  ages  being  1758  or  an  average  of  76.43.

Twenty-four  Births  - fourteen  males  and  ton  females  - belonged 
to  Hursley  parish,  oight^-six  fGraal©s  to  Ampfield,  nine 

five  males  and  four  females  to  MtiptimSarntf  forty- three,  twenty-one 
males  and  twenty- two  females  to  Chandlersford , twenty-five  - thirteen 
males  and  twelve  females  to  Otterbourno,  and  throe  - two  males 
and  one  female,  to  Parley, 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water.  Tho  greater  part  of  Hursley  and  parts  of  Parley  Chamber- 
lay  no  have  a continuous  sufficient  and  wholesome  supply  from  the 
Hursley  Estate,  pumped  from  a deep  well  or  wells  in  the  chalk. 

30  houses  in  Baddesley,  356  in  Chandlersford,  and  196  in  Otter- 
bourne  (including  Allbrook)  aro  supplied  by  tho  South  Hants  Water 
Co.,  and  this  also  is  sufficient,  continuous,  and  wholesome.  The 
other  houses  in  these  parishes,  and  the  whole  of  Ampfield  are 
dependent  on  wolls  - in  many  cases,  insufficiently  protocted  from 
surface  and  subsoil  contamination. 

Water  v/as  laid  on  to  tv/o  houses  in  Baddesley,  and 

eight  in  Chandlersford  during  the  year. 

I know  of  no  instanoo  of  Contamination  by  lead.

Closot  Accommodation.  See  Table  in  Report  for  1919,  which  was  as  noarl 
as  possible  "brought  up  to  date. 

Scavonging.  No  public  Scavenging. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District.  The  Roport  of  tho  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  fat  ond  of  this  Rej>ort ) shows  157  Inspections  and 
Observations  made , 63  Dofocts  found,  62  informal  Notices  by  the 
Inspector,  and  14  formal  Notices  by  the  Council,  54  Abated,  and 
10  unabated.

Promises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byo-laws  or 

Regulations . There  are  no  Common  Lodging  houses

(sec.  90,  P.H.A.  75).  Ho  Complaint  re  Offonsivo  trades. 

Ho  Regulations  needed  for  underground  sleeping- rooms 
Other  Sanitary  conditions  requiring  Notice.  I can  only  repeat 
what  i said"  last  year  about  mho  necessity  for  protection  of  Hi lk 
from  contamination  at  all  stages.  I have  elsewhere  recommended 
application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  urban  powers  so  as  to 
regulate  Slaughter-houses  (soc.  169,  P.H.A.  75). 

Schools . The  Sanitary  condition  of  some  of  the  older  Schools 

will  call  for  improvement  whon  tho  country  settles  down  to 
more  normal  conditions  of  life. 

Water-supply  is  the  same  as  last  year.  Notifications 
of  illnoss  from  the  schools  are  always  investigated  by  me,  or 
since  Oct.  1920,  in  some  instances,  through  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor  - living  and  working  principally  in  this  District. 

School  Closure.  Whon  required,  owing  to  infectious 
illnoss,  Schools  aro  closed  by  tho  County  Modi cal  Offic©r,  who 
is  also  School  Medical  Officer,  usually  in  consultation  with  tho 
M.O.H.  I have  no  note  of  any  School  in  this  District  having 
been  closed  last  year.

A Hi  Ik  Supply.  The  same  remarks  - as  in  my  Report  for  1919  - 
as  to  the  need  for  greator  cleanliness  in  tho  preparation  and 
.distribution  of  Milk,  apply  to  1920.  Tho  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  aro 
regularly  inspected,  and  efforts  made  to  improve  tho  conditions 
where  unsatisfactory.  Five  samples  of  milk  taken  by  tho  County 
Council  Inspectors  undor  tho  Food^iih  Drugs  Act  wore  reported 
genuine  in  four  cases,  the  fifth  showing  excess  of  v/ater  4.1 >. 

No  action  has  boon  taken  as  to  Tuberculous  Milk. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919.  As  a Maternity  and 
Infant  Welfare  Schemo  for  the”  administrative  County  of  South- 
ampton is  earriod  out  by  tho  County  Council* *  no  action  by  the 
District  Council  has  boon  needed.  , , 

B.  Moat.  (1).  There  is  no  Systematic  inspection  of  moat, 
thore  being  only  3 butchers  resident  i n the  Dis trict*  and  two 
Slaughter-houses;  ono  of  these  has  very  bad  moans  of  access, 
being  situated  in  swampy  ground,  and  the  other  has  required 
attention  from  time  to  time  to  ensure  its  cleanliness, 

Ono  instance  of  Condemned  Moat  coming  to  this  dis- 
trict under  a guarantee  that  it  would  not  be  used  for  human 
consumption  was  reported  to  mo,  but  I was  unable  to  trace  do- 
livery,  in  3pite  of  inquiries  by  myself  and  tho  Inspector. 

In  another  instance,  the  attention  of  tho  Inspector 
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was  drawn  to  a sample  of  Unsound  Meat ; this  was  condemned  by  tho 
Inspector  and  had  been  buried  before  it  was  reported  to  me. 

(2)  There  is  no  public  Abattoir  and  in  the  case  of  one  Slaughter- 
house, the  greatest  difficulty  has  been  experienced  by  the  present 
and  previous  Inspectors  in  ascertaining  the  time  of  slaughter. 

(3) .  Ho  action  under  sec.  117,  P.H.A.  7b. 

(4)  No  carcases  condemned  for  Tuberculosis.

(c) .  Other  Foods.  The  four  Bakehouses  in  the  district  have  been 
inspected.  In  the  case  of  one,  great  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  getting  it  lime-washed  owing  to  ‘tho  scarcity  of  labour;  it  lias 
now  been  done. 

(d) .  No  outbreak  of  Food  poisoning  has  come  under  my  notice. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases  Generally.  There  were  18  cases  notified  as 
Diphtheria  mainly  as  the  result  of  Baotorilogical  examination, 
five  in  Hursley  (one  family)  and  thirteen  in  Chandlersf ord  (in 
nine  families). 

The  first  case,  in  Chandlersf ord , at  tho  ond  of  March,  was  seen 
by  me  at  the  Mixed  School,  having  been  sent  back  by  her  parents 
as  recovered  from  ’Sore  throat’  for  which  she  was  not  medically 
attended,  the  next  case  was  three  weeks  later;  there  were  ten 
cases  (five  in  one  family)  between  July  22  and.  Sop.  23,  six  of 
them  in  Winchester  Terrace,  and  two  at  Fryorn  Hill,  Chandlersf ord ; 
one  further  case  on  Oct.  20th  brought  this  small  outbreak  to 
a-men  an  end.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  was  injected  in  every  case, 
unless  recovering  when  recognised.  On  Aug,  24  tho  second  case 
of  this  group  was  removed  to  Hospital  when  first  seen,  and  one 
of  the  family  in  which  five  cases  occurred  was  similarly  removed 
the  mother  being  unable  to  nurse  them  all.  Disinfection  of  the 
room  &c.,  was  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  at  the 
end  of  each  case;  none  allowed  to  return  to  School  for  2 to  4 
weoks  after  recovery. 


There  were  eighteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
all  in  Chandlersf ord.  Thirteen  of  the so  we  re  admitted  to  tho 
Southampton  Borough  Infectious  Hospital  on  payment  of  three 
guineas  per  week,  per  oase,  and  a guinea  for  tho  Ambulance,  the 
best  thanks  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  district  are  due  to  the 
Southampton  Borough  Council  and  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  admitting  these  cases,  and  the  two  of  Diphtharia. 

The  first  case  of  Scarlet  fever  was  soon  on 
Jan  8,  and  removed  to  Hospital;  the  next  in  an  adjoining  road  - 
on  Feb,  7th,  to*o  late  for  direct  infection.  Tho  noxt  three  cases 
occurred  in  one  family  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district,  and 
soon  after  the  return  of  these  from  Hospital,  a fourth  occurred 
in  the  same  family  promptly  followed  by  one  in  another  family  a 
quarter  of  a mile  away,  this  is  tho  only  instance  known  to  mo  of 
what  are  rogardod  as  ’return1  cases  during  the  year.  The  noxt 
three  casos  occurred  in  July  on  tho  6th,  13th,  and  19th,  and  it 
is  probable  those  constituted  a email  school  outbreak;  they  wore 
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all  removed  to  Hospital,  and  no  further  case  was  discovered  until 
Aug.  22  when  a child  of  2-J  years  developed  Scarlet  fever  a few  days 
after  a train  journey,  another  of  tho  same  family  falling  ill  a 
fortnight  later;  ; a third  child  was  supposed  to  have  sickened, 

and  v;as  put  into  the  ssjpo  room  as  the  other  two,  but  was  not  notified 
as  Scarlot  fever.  Another  isolated  case  occurred  on  Sep.  20,  next 
two  adults  in  Oct.  and  ITov.  one  of  those  having  travelled  by  train 
less  than  a week  before;  the  last  ca3<a  - in  Dec.  - was  that  of  a lad 
of  15  who  ms  away  from  Chandlersford  most  of  tho  day. 

Frequent  visits  were  paid  to  the  Schools,  and  to 
tho  homes  of  Absentees,  and  when  it  appeared  desirable,  I examined 
every  child  in  tho  school  or  particular  class.  I cannot  say  that  any 
particular  information  was  obtained  in  this  way  during  the  year,  in  a 
I can  only  account  for  the  number  of  cases  by  tho  mildness  of  the 
illness  in  a country  district,  - the  eruption  lasting  only  a few 
hours,  sometimes,  parents  being  deceived  as  to  the  nature  of  the  case. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  tho  Inspector 
after  each  case  , and  none  were  allowed  to  return  to  School  until  two 
weeks  after  recovery. 

Erysipelas.  There  were  two  cases  of  Erysipelas,  one  in  Hursley, 
and  one  in  North  Baddesley;  both  were  severo , one  resembling 
Meningitis . 

Pneumonia.  Five  cases  were  notified,  three  in  Hursley;  one 
admitted  to  the  Poor  Lav;  Institution  from  Baddesley,  aged  76 
recovered,  one  in  Chandlersford,  aged  20  recovered.  One  of  tho 
Hursley  cases  died,  aged  76. 

Malaria.  Four  cases  were  notified,  all  ex-soldiers,  all  were 
treated  with  Quinine. 

Dysentery.  Four  cases  - ex-soldiers  - notified,  two  Amaebic, 
and  'two  not  specified. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  in  all 
cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  and  of  Follicular  Tonsillitis,  and 
of  suspected  Dysentery  (all  of  the  latter  negative),  also  in  sus- 
pected Pulmonary  Tuberculosis;  these  examinations  were  carried 
out  at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory.  For  numbers  and 
Results  see  later  on  in  this  Report. 

Tuberculosis . There  were  twelve  Notifications,  eight  Pulmonary, 
two  Tubercular  Meningitis  (both  fatal);  One  of  female 
peli^corgans , one  of  abscosses  in  tho  Abdominal  wall  (fatal); 

One  Aof  the  Pulmonary  cases  died;  throe  of  the  cases  wore  sont  to 
Sanatoria,  also  several  cases  of  suspected  Tuberculosis  - with 
very  great  benefit. 


Two  of  tho  Pulmonary  cases,  and  one  (fatal) 
of  other  Forms  occurred  in  Hursley,  one  Pulmonary  in  Amrpfield 
(fatal),  one  in  Baddosley,  two  Pulmonary  and  two  of  other  Forms  in 
Chandlorsford , Two  Pulmonary,  and  one  (fatal)  other  forms  in 
Otterbourno.  No  cases  in  Farley  Ghamberlaync.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  I reckoned  thoro  were  19  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis  residing 
in  the  District. 

Notification  of  Tuberculosis.  Vith  the  exception  of  other  Forms 
-such  as  Tuberculosis  ofr  bones  and  joints,  which  is  some  times 
overlooked  - I know  of  no  failuro  to  notify,  once  the  difficulty 
of  diagnosis  in  some  cases  is  overcome. 

There  were  somo  cases  of  Measles  , a small 
outbreak  of  Whooping- cough,  and  one  of  Chicken-pox  during  tho 
year*;  Homo  Visits  and  Exclusion  from  School  wore  all  the 
measures  required. 
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School  intimations  of  disease  are  investigated  by  myself  or  the  Co. 
Council  Health  Visitor,  and  the  appropriate  stops  taken. 

No  Deaths  returned  as  due  to  Influenza. 

There  are  no  special  facilities  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
Verminous  persons,  and  their  belongings  beyond  the  ordinary 
di s inf e c t ion  with  Formalin  spray,  or  Sulphur  vapour,  carried  out 
by  the  Inspector  after  infectious  illness.

SANITARY  ADIHNISIRA1I0  N. 

(1)  Staff.  There  has  been  no  addition  to  the  Staff  which  consists 
of  the  LI.O.H.  and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  (who  is  also  Surveyor). 
Owing  to  the  absence  of  an  office  and  of  any  clerical  assistance, 

my  chief  difficulty  has  been  to  get  unsanitary  conditions  followed 
up  to  a satisfactory  result,  and  precise  records  kept;  the  value 
of  our  work  suffers  from  this.  Personally,  I consider  the  duties 
of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  as  far  more  important  than  those  of 
Road  Surveyor  and  in  matters  of  Public  Health  go no rally,  including 
Housing,  it  is  impo-aeible-  to  separate  the  two  offices  in  a small 
district  like  this  where  the  holder  of  the  combined  posts  is 
designated  inspecting  Officer  under  tho  Housing  (Inspection  of 
District)  Regulations,  1910.  Since  Oct.  last,  by  arrangement  with 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  one  of  tho  County  Health  Visitors  has 
been  living  and  working  principally  in  this  district.  Should  this 
arrangement  continue,  I anticipate  much  advantage  from  the 
increased  supervision  of  infants,  infectious  diseases  of  school 
children,  Tuborculosis , and  many  other  conditions. 

(2)  I regret  to  repeat,  that  we  havo  no  Hospital  accommodation 
for  infectious  diseases  including  Small-Pox.  Had  the  Council 
acted  on  my  recommendation  - mado  as  long  ago  as  1910  - to  enter 
into  a Dorking  arrangement  with  Eastleigh  before  its  Infectious 
Hospital  was  built,  the  value  of  that  measure  would  bo  sufficient- 
ly apparent  now.  Fortunately,  Southampton  Borough  Council  has 
boon  good  enough  to  admit  a number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  Ac. , 
for  a weekly  payment  of  3 guineas  por  case,  and  a guinea  for  tho 
Ambulance . 

(3) .  There  are  no  Local  Acts,  or  special  Local  Orders. 

Certain  Urban  powers  havo  'been  conferred  o n tho"  Co unc i 1 , and  I 
pe commend  that  application  to  have  Soc  169,  P.H.A.  1875  put  in 
force  in  the  District  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  so  as  to 
enable  the  Council  to  regulate  S laugh tor-houses  , of  which  there 
are  two  in  the  District;  Also  Soc.  90,  P.H.A.  1875  to  onablo 
Byelaws  to  bo  made  for  houses  lot  in  lodgings. 

(4) .  Arrangements  for  Chemical  & Bacteriological  Work* 

This  is  carried  out  at  the  Co.  Council  Public  Health  laby. 

I have  rocords  of  131  swabs  examined  for  Diphtheria,  of  which 
£q  were  Positive  and  111  Negative,  Nine  Specimens  of  Sputum, 
of  which  1 Positive  and  8 Negative. 

3 Specimens  for  Dysentery  all  negative. 
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HOUSING. 

1.  General  housing  conditions  (1)  Owing  to  the  s?mll  number  of  houses 
built  since  1§14 , and  the  comparative  cessation  of  repairs,  there  is 
greator  need  for  irapr ovornont  in  housing  conditions. 

(2).  There  is  a demand  for  more  dwellings  in  two  parishes  at  least  - 
Chandlorsf ord  and  Ottorbourno,  and  the  Council’s  schorae  to  moet  this 
is  boing  carried  out;  Some  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  nood  for  a 
Housing  Scheme  in  North  Baddeoley,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  this  is  so 
groat  as  to  justify  building  cottages  which  could  not  be  lot  at  a 
remunerative  rent;  Four  cottages  in  the  Barracks  - which  might  have 
boon  condemned  - have  been  done  up  and  ran do  fit  for  habitation;  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  other  owners  will  do  the  same. 

(3).  Ho  important  change  in  population  anticipated. 

II.  Ovor crowding . Only  isolatod  cases,  there  being  1018  houses  as 
estimated  by  the  Surveyor,  and  os  tho  estimated  population  is  4416, 
this  givos  an  average  of  4.33  persons  per  house  (At  Census  of  1911, 
average  of  4.38  persons  por  hou;:o).  Ono  caso  of  Alleged  Overcrowding 
at  Chandlorsf ord  was  abated  by  using  an  ornpty  room  downstairs,  as  a 
bedroom,  and  latar  somo  lodgers  loft;  Another  caso  - viioro  two  or 
more  families  lived  in  ono  house  - was  abated  by  one  family  going  to 
another  house. 

III.  Fitness  of  houses.  (a).  General  standard  varies  in  the  rural 
and  urban  parts  of  tho  district ; Foundations,  ’.vails  and  roof  sound, 
reasonably  clean  and  froo  from  damp,  sufficient  height  of  ceilings, 
and  cubic  spaco  in  bedrooms,  sufficient  light  and  openings  for  fresh 
air,  satisfactory  water-supply  and  sanitary  arrangements . 

(b) ;  Gonoral  character  of  defects  in  unfit  houses:  Dampness  of 
walls  and  codlings,  wajrt  of  repair,  cleansing  and  ropaporing;  dofoc- 

. - tivo  drainage,  and  fes”  sanitary  privies. 

(c) ;  Want  of  roguiar  repairs  and  wuporvision  responsible  for  most  of 
the  defects. 

2.  Gonoral  action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses  has  been  mainly 
under  Sec.  28  H.T.P.  1919.  In  ono  case  whore  a kitchen  and  scullery 
roof  at  back  of  house  had  fallen  in,  allowing  rain  &c. , to  enter, 
the  tenant  being  unabla  to  get  anything  done,  steps  wore  taken 
under  sec.  91  P.H.A.  75,  tho  house  not  boing  considered  suitable  for 
occupation  by  persons  of  tho  working  class. 

(3)  Considerable  difficulty  has  boon  experienced  in  getting  repairs 
carried  out  in  many  cases,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  point 
out  to  owners  and  agents  that  it  will  involve  thorn  in  greater  expense 
if  the  repairs  are  carried  out  by  tho  Council: 

I have  personally  interviewed  a number  of  owners  and  agents. 

(4) .  Water  supply,  Closet  accommodation,  and  Refuse  disposal  are 
investigated  at  each  formal  inspection  of  a house.  No  analyses  of 
water  during  the  year.  Conversion  of  Vault  privies  into  pail 
closets  is  urged  in  each  case  met  with. 

IV.  Unhealthy  Areas.  No  complaints  received,  no  representations 
made  and  no  action  taken. 

V.  Bye-laws  (Housing)  (1)  Owing  to  tho  shortage  of  building, 
bungalows  and  wood  and  iron  dwellings  have  been  allowed,  the 
sanitary  provisions  of  the  existing  Bye-laws  being  enforced  it  is 
proposed  to  revise  the  Bye-lav/s. 

(2)  Bye-laws  for  houses  let  in  lodgings  are  desirable  in  my 
opinion  (Sec.  90.  P.H.A.  1875). 

VI.  In  connection  with  visits  paid  to  cases  of  notified  Births 

by  the  County  Health  Visitor,  unsanitary  conditions  of  the  cotta-gcs 
,hr e brought  to  my  notice  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  from  time
